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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: both the prior art of record and the claimed 
invention are calculating distortion. As to the argument that the distortion degree calculation unit of the applicant and of prior art reference 
Kawamura differ from each other in that the applicant is calculating distortion caused by the flattening of the artery and the Kawamura 
reference is evaluating the distortion caused by noise, these calculations are merely intended use of the device. While features of an 
apparatus may be recited either structurally or functionally, claims direct to an apparatus must be distiguished from prior art in terms of 
structure rather than function. In re Schreiber, 128 F.3d 1473, 1477-78 (Fed. Cir. 1997). In response to applicant's argument that the 
distortion calculations are to compensate for different features, a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a 
structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from prior art. 
If the prior art structure is capable of performing the inteded use, then it meets the claim. The calculation of distention, as claimed is 
similar to that of Kawamura in that both are determining the difference in distortion between the selected sensor and a sensor at a 
predetermined distance from the selected sensor. 
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
